MBXICO CITY, Oct. 26.—At the close of the 
election today the indications were that not 
sufficient votes had been cast to constitute a 
legal choice for the presidency to succeed 
Gen. Victoriano Huerta. 

No official announcement was made to- 
night but it was estimated, judging from 
the results in the capital where it was ex- 
pected the vote would be up to the average, 
that less than 10,000 of the 80,000 eligible 
voters in the federal district went to the 
polls. There are 3,000,000 eligible voters in 
the republic. 

It would be no surprise if congress, the 
members of which aleo were voted for to- 
day. declares the election void when the body 
is organized and revises the returns. 

In this event, Gen, Huerta will hold the 
other candidates to their pledge made yea- 
terday to support him until another election 
can be held. 


Catholic Party Claims Lead. 

The leaders of the Catholic party claimed 
a long lead in today's polling, although they 
were unable to estimate the number of votes 
polled for their candidates, Federica Gamboa 
and Gen. “ascon. 

It thie. claim is correct tt te-generaiiy 
thought that Gen. Felix Dias and Sefior Ko- 
quena ran second. The Liberal candidates, 
Manuel Calero and Flores Magon, had ne 
printed tickets at the polling places, their 
önstltuents being obliged to write their 
names in blank spaces. 

Results from other cities indicate Huerta te 
leading in several states. Dias carried sey- 
eral. 


No Disorders During Polling. 

There was no semblance of disorder in any 
quarter of the city. A few patrols were on 
the streets, but neither police nor troops had 
any but their usual duties to perform. 

The polling places, of which there were 
said to be 928, averaging one to a city block, 
were located in the entrances of buildings 
generally, but in some instances were set 
up on the sidewalks or on corners of public 
squares. 

As the vote was deposited the voter’s name 
was checked on the registration list, preyi- 
ously prepared through personal visits of a 
designated official to the houses in his furis- 
diction. It was not left to the volition of the 
eligible citizen to register; his name was on 
the list if he was entitled by residence, age, 
and other requirements to cast a vote. 


Huerta to Increase Army. 

President Huerta spent the day at his Po- 
potla suburban home. 4 decree will be 
issued by Gen. Huerta tomorrow increasing 
the army from 85.000 men, its alleged pres- 
ent number, to 150.000. Gen. Huerta pro- 
posed such an increase some time ago, but 
the congress which he dissolved limited him 
to 80.000. 

Since the deputies and senators are not 
subject to the election provisions governing 
the presidential elections, it is eaid tonight 
that the choice for congress is assured. It 
is atsumed, on the showing fo far as known, 
the Catholic party will secure a majority 
in both chamber and senate. 

Panuel Calero, the Liberal candidate, who 
wee once ambassador at Washington. did not 
vote. Instead he took his family early in the 
day into the country. After he returned to- 
night he said: 

“TI understand the voting was exceedingly 
dull. Nobody appears to believe in the 
seriousness of the election. On account of the 
political conditions many refused to vote. I 
myself did not vote. Had we had indirect 
balloting I would have done so, but since it 
was otherwise I did not care to cast a vote 
either for myself or any other candidate.“ 

Federico Gamboa, the candidate of the 
Catholic party. cast his ballot for Sefior 
Calero. 


No Balloting in Sonora. 

Flermosillo, Sonora, Mex., Oct. 26.—There 
was no election today in the states of Sonora 
and Sinaloat and the territory of Tepic. The 
federal garrisons at Guaymas and Mazatlan, 
according to Constitutionalists, went through 
the form of casting ballots for Dictator 
Huerta. 


Huerta Wins in West. 
Calexico, Cal., Oct. 26.—In the Lower Cali- 
fornia elections today Gen. Huerta received 
a majority of the few votes cast. Huerta 
and Bilacquet were the only candidates, al- 
though one arbitrary vote was cast for Felix 
Diaz and one for Gamboa. 


DIAZ RESIGNS FROM ARMY. 

Vera Cruz, Oct. 26.—The last shred bind- 
ing Gen. Felix Diez and Gen. Victoriano 
Huerta was severed today when Gen. Dias 
telegraphed to the department of war his 
resignation as brigadier general of the army. 
The resignation was cemanded by the war de- 
partment. 

The negotiations regarding his trip to Mex 
ico City on the invitation of Huerta ended 
by his flat refusal to accompany Col. Vidaur- 
razaga, secretary to Gen. Blanquet, war min- 
ister, giving as his reason the illness of his 
wife. She is not seriously ill.

FOR NEXT MONDAY 


Trainmen Have Received As- 
signments and Trial Sched- 


LITTLE RELIEF AHEAD? 


The north ahd south side companies have 
notified their men to be ready for the opera- 
tion of through route elevated trains early 
on the morning of next Monday, Nov. & 

The traffic managers hope the through 
routing will solve the problem of congestion 
during the rush hours, especially in the 
downtown section. They do not expect, how- 
ever, there will be any great and sudden 
change from the sardine style of packed car, 
which now prevails, to the less crowded con- 
ditions which they are trying to bring about. 
As many feeble men and delicate young girle 
probably will hang to straps on next Monday 
morning as before. 


Results Not Certain. 

The managers are not certain what they 
can do until they give the through routing 
a careful trial under working conditions. 
That probably will take two or three weeks. 

Through routing is expected in the end to 
eut about in two the number of cars on the 
loop. Whether or not it will reduce the con- 
gestion of passengers by one-half remains 
to be seen. 

The crews of both the north and south side 
trains have made trial trips over each other’s 
line. No passengers, however, were carried 
on these trips. The trips were made for the 
purpose “ot acquainting the crews with the 
stations and routes. 

The routes taken on these trial trips ew 

any will run its trains from the 
— Sg 9 side lines on the east side 
of the loop. This will turn the bulk of the 
north side passengers to the stations on 
Wabash avenue and Lake street. The trains 
will run from Congress street direct north 
down Wabash avenue to Lake street, thence 
west to Fifth avenue to the Northwestern

The elevated compan r two or three 
weeks has been building the loop overhead 
transfer stations which will play an impor- 
tant part in the through routing system 
These stations, like that at Relmont avenue, 
| will enable passengers to cross the tracks to 
| the station on the other side of the street. 
This is the firat step which has been taken 
toward a vated transfer, an ordi- 
nance for which, passed by the council 4 
year ago, has hot been enforced. 

Steel framework for these transfer sta-. 
tions already is in place at the Clark and Lake 
streets, State and Van Buren, Randolph 
street and Fifth avenue, and Adams and Wa- 
bash. The planking probably will be laid 
early this week. 


Change in Smoking Oars. 

To northsiders the most noticeable change 
brought about will be the elimination of 
the front end rule for smokers.

VOLTURNO FOUND BURNED OUT. 


MILWAUKEE FIRE | 
CLAIMS 7 FIREMEN 


Buried in Ruins of the Good- 
: year Rubber Company Store; 
| Score Are Hurt. 


PRIEST HERO OF BLAZE. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 26.—[ Special. )}—Seven 
firemen perished and over a score were 80 
aeriously injured as to require hospital treat- 
ment tonight when the four story structure 
of the Goodyear Rubber company on East 
Water street, near Wisconsin, in the heart of 
the city, was burned, and other adjoining 
structures damaged, making a total fire loss 
of from 300,000 to $750,000. ; 

Two striking stories stand out above the 
frightful tale of casualty, however. One is 
that of a priest’s heroism and the other the 
almost miraculous rescue of a fire insurance 
patrol officer. 


Survives Under Tone of Debria, 

Lieut. Charles Newton of No. 1 insurance 
patrol was among the men who were buried 
in the alley in the rear of the building when 
two explosions brought death and injury te 
the thirty firemen nearest to the biasing 
structure. 

After three hours’ work four bodies had 
been taken from the débris. Then the 
rescuers went in after Newton's body. 

He was where it was supposed impossible 
that he could have survived the falling tim- 
bers that arched over him. He was found 
crouched beneath a heavy timber which had 
prevented the bricks from falling on him. 
Fire threatened him on all sides, but he ex- 
tinguished it with his hands. He was alive, 
eonscious, and almost unhurt. He was taken 
to the Emergency hospital for treatment, but 
will be there only a couple of days. 


Priest Hero of Fire. 

Father Francis Murphy was the hero of the 
fire. When the flames were sweeping over 
the débris under which the buried firemen 
were hidden, Father Murphy crept in. shel- 
tered by a sheet of water from fire hose 
near by, and with water playing over him to 
keep his clothes from burning gave extreme 
unction to the dying men unseen below in the 
wreckage. Then he turned in with the fre- 
men to recover the bodies. 

The fire started shortly before 8 o'clock 
from a vulcanizing plant in the second floor 
of the Goodyear building. The flames had 
spread through the building before they were 
discovered and when the firet engine arrived 
the fire was seen on three of the four floors. 


Explosions Shatter Walls, 

Extra alarms were sent in and firemen 
went into the alley and to neighboring bulld- 
ings to fight the flames. Then there were 
two explosions, whether from steam, chemi- 
cals, or gas is not known, and the walis were 
blown out, plate glass for two blocks around 
shattered, and six firemen in the alley cov- 
ered. The other injured were hurt by fiy- 
ing glass and bricks. 


"ELECTRIC WAVE SENT S MILES 
EXPLODES MINES UNDER SHIP. 


(BY CABLB TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 
LOKDON, Oct. An experiment con- 
ducted secretly in the Solent inte the pos- 
eibility of exploding mines by means of elec- 
tric waves without dircet contact is said to 
have been highly successful.

Charges of Graft Put End to 
Quiet Canvass for Votes. 


HENNESSY STARTS BATTLE. 


Assails Tammany as Result of Inves- 
tigation; Sulzer Also Busy. 


New York. Oct. 26.—With election day only 
@ little more than a week off the campaign 
for municipal offices in Greater New York, 
which had been taking the course of a quiet 
canvass for votes, has suddenly developed 
within the last few days into a battle of 
wits, of bitterness, of charges. of graft in 
publie office, and of political trickery. 

This new order of things -was largely 
brought about by the entrance into the cam- 
paign of John A. Hennessy, executive au- 
ditor of the state, political: appointee of 
William Sulzer, the deposed governor, who 
himself has returned to the scenes of his 
early triumphs in an endeavor to ‘return to 
Albany as a member of the state assembly. 

Fresh from investigations of various state 
departments as executive auditor, Hennessy 
has entered the local campaign, speaking sev- 
eral times nightly, telling of what he al- 
leges his investigations have uncovered and 
challenging the oocupants of state and city 
offices and their political assistants to reply, 


Sulzer Talks to Big Crowd. 

Meanwhile Sulzer is redoubling his acttv- 
ities in the Sixth assembly district, whore 
he holde the Progressive nomination, and is 
making several speeches every day, telling 
his side of the impeachment: charges, which 
he declares his counsel wane not permit him 
to tell at ‘his trial. 

The reception gtven to Sulber at the Rev. 
Madison C. Peters’ public forum in the New 
York theater this morning’ was no less en- 
thusiastic than his greetings from his friends 
on the east side.

Francis ONeill, Former Police 
Chief, Publishes New 
Volume, 


GOES DEEP IN SUBJECT. 


Tells Entertainingly Old Erin’s 
Story from Antiquity to 
Modern Times. 


BY JOHN KELLEY. 

What is probably the most elaborate his- 
tery of Irish music ever produced has just 
been published by Capt. Francis O'Neill, for- 
mer chief of the Chicago police department. 
The author has delved deep into the subject— 
ene which is dear to his heart—and, as a re- 
sult, has brought forth a volume that will be 
welcomed by the sons and daughters of Erin 
no matter in what part of the world they 
reside. 

It long has been a cherished ambition of 
Capt. O'Neill to write such a book for pos- 
terity, and after one who isin sympathy with 
the author’s sentiments has perused its pages 
he can say that he has read the last word 
im Irish music history. It leaves little or 
nothing to be added on the subject which it 


treats. 

The title of the work is Irish Minstrels and 
Musicians. It is dedicated To the memory 
of my parents, whose tuneful tastes and 
memorized melodies are cherished as a most 
precious heritage.“ 


Not His First Work. 

This is not the first book of the kind by 
the same writer, his previous work, “ Irish 
Folk Music: A Fascinating Hobby,” having 
been published about five years ago. His 
former tome, however, made no pretentions 
of being a history of Irish music, although 
it was a valuable addition to literature per- 
taining. to the subject. 

According to the author, there were harp- 
iets and pipers in Ireland hundreds of years 
before the Christian era. and he traces the 
music of Erin down through the centuries 
to the present. Long after the harp play- 
ers and pipers came the flutists and fiddlers, 
to whose melodic influence on the people of 
Ireland Capt. O'Neill pays homage. 

Himeelf a performer of no mean merit on 
the flute and violin—of which no mention is 
made in the book—the historian dwells at 
length on the accomplishments of many old 
time and present day performers, some of 
whom reside in this city. 


Gives History of Bagpipe. 

In a chapter devoted to the antiquity of 
the bagpipe Capt. O'Neill recounts the hie- 
tory of this instrument in Ireland, Scotland. 
Ergland, and Wales. The pipes were intro- 
duced into Ireland, the author asserts, cen- 
turiee before they were known in the other 
countries mentioned. 

Coming down to more recent times the book 
contains an interesting chapter on famous 
harpers in the seventeenth and later cen- 
turies Among the galaxy of names that of 
Turlough O Carolan stands out pre#minent. 


Author from County Cork. 

To those who cherish the memory of a 
mother’s or a father’s lilting of an old Irish 
air, the chapters devoted to traditional and 
folk music will be of touching interest. Born 
in County Cork, the author im his youth ab- 
20 the folk music of his native land, and 
there is none abier than he—in this country, 
at least—to write this chapter in the history 
of Irish music. 

In the compilation of this book, which is 
beautifuliy bound and profusely illustrated, 
Capt. O'Neill had access to his own library 
of Irish literature, which is said to be the 
largest private election in the United States. 
Those who obtain a copy will rejoice in its 
possession.

best music to the people on an even 
wider basis is that of the recently or- 
ganized Civic Music society. It plans to 
give a series of vocal and instrumental 
concerts: during the winter at the field 
houses of the small parks and play- 
grounds which are widely scattered 
through the poorer districts of the city. 
How far it is able to go will depend 
chiefly on how much support it is able to 
get from people who appreciate the im- 
portance of music as a refining and up- 
lifting influence. 

But popular musical activities do not 
stop in Chicago with the coming of warm 
weather. Every night during the sum- 
mer free public band concerts are given in 
the big parks on the three sides of the city. 
Many an evening last summer there were 
five or six thousand people gathered in 
Grant park, in the heart of downtown, to 
listen to the band programa.

N choral music Chicago has the Apollo 

club, the Mendelssohn Male choir, a 
splendid German sing-verein, the great cho- 
rus of the North Shore Musical Festival 
association, and a number of organizations 
in which foreign born singers keep alive the 
musical memories of their fatherlands. 

There are probably 15,000 young people 
in Chicago who are studying music on a 
more or less professional basis. Perhaps 
8,000 are nonresidents who have come here 
to take advantage of the great musica! op- 
portunities which Chicago has to offer. Sev- 
eral of the larger conservatories have each 
more than 2,000 serious students enrolled. 

Mary Garden was reared in Chicago, 
educated at the public schools, and got 
her musical impulse in the.city. Clar- 
ence Whitehill, the great baritone, drove 
an express wagon about Chicago streets 
at night while he studied music in the 
daytime. Mme. Fanny Bloomfield Zeis- 
ler, greatest of feminine pianists, came 
from a little general store on Chicago's 
north side. Mme. Schumann-Heink lives 
in a house on Michigan avenue. Fred- 
eric Stock, born and educated in Ger- 
many, is purely a Chicago product as a

Acting Superintendent of Police Schuettler, 
Second Deputy Funkhouser, and the various 
captains and lieutenants grooming them- 
selves for promotion to the vacancy left by 
the resignation of Chief McWeeny were not 
the only persons wondering last night whom 
the mayor would name. It was declared no 
nomination would be sent to the council to- 
night. 5 

The surmise was that the mayor himself 
was doing considerable guessing. He de- 
clared last night he had made no selection 
yet and would not make it except by the 
elimination route.

Capt. O’Brien Not a Candidate. 

One was eliminated by his own wish—Capt.

Thirty Alleged Dynamiters to 
Take Up Battle Wednesday. 


WILL ARGUE FOR 8 DAYS. 


Defense Will Be That There Was No 
Conspiracy as Charged. 


The fight for the Hberty of thirty officials 
of the International Association of Bridge 
and Structural Ironworkers, sentenced to 
prison nearly a year ago in connection with 
the alleged dynamite conspiracy, will be re- 
sumed here on Wednesday before the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

By stipulation the argument will occupy 
three days, counsel for government and de- 
fense alike keeping argument within the 
period of a day anda half. There already are 
filed 1,140 pages of briefs, the government’s 
contribution of 723 pages being the longest of 
this kind ever filed, it is thought, at the fed- 
eral building. 


Both Counts Valid Is Federal Claim, 

The defense lies principally in the conten- 
tion there is no such offense as the conspir- 
acy described in either count of the indict- 
ment, also that no definite proof or the con- 
spiracy feature was offered. The govern- 
ment’s contention is that both counts of the 
Mmdictments were valid, the first charging 
conspiracy against the United States, the 
second the illegal transportation of explo- 
sives across a state line. It was on these 
counts the convictions were returned by a 
jury in United States District Judge Ander- 
son's court in Indianapolis. 

Of the thirty-three men who were convicted 
three elected to go to Leavenworth peniten- 
tlary and begin serving their sentences, but 
the greater number are making the fight 
against the sentences: These include Frank 
M. Ryan or Chicago, president of the Iron 
Workers’ association, who was sentenced 
to seven years’ imprisonment. Eight others 
were sentenced to six years, two to four 
years, twelve to three years, four to two 
years, and six to one year. 


Dynamitings in Many Cities. 

The dynamitings in the pl. nts of com- 
panies which operated on an open shop basis 
instead of for union labor were fh many 
cities acattered between Omaha and Spring- 
field, Mass. The alleged conspiracy was 
stated to have begun in 1906 and continued 
for nearly four years. 

Charies W. Miller, United States District 
attorney in Indianapolis, will lead the gov- 
ernment in argument and E. N. Zoline, and 
Chester H. Krum, will fight for reversal of 
the district court conviction.

Pittsburgh Man Plunges 400 Feet from 
Boulevard Retaining Wall — Auto

Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 26.—[ Special. )—Wealk- 
ing along the retaining wall in Grant boule- 
vard last midnight, Stephen Barr slipped on 
a banana peeling, piroutted for an instant. 
then toppling over the low railing, shot 400 
feet into darkness and into a chance mud 
hole thirty feet above the Pennsylvania 
railroad tracks, on a narrow shelf in the cliff.

Defense Seeks to Break Down 
Story of Funk Plot. 


| HUSBAND WILL FOLLOW HER. 


His Testimony Expected to Go Deep- 
er Into Conspiracy.

Mrs. Josephine Hennivg today will have 
her story of her dealings with Attorney 
Daniel Donahoe, during the planning of the 
alleged conspiracy to defame Clarence 8, 
Funk, subjected to a cross examination that 
probably will last all day. 

Mrs. Henning on Saturday finished her di- 
rect story of the plan to ruin Mr. Funk by 
having her husband sue the former general 
manager of the International Harvester 
company for alienation of ¢ffection. After 
declaring that Attorney Donahoe had been 
the moving spirit in the plot and had fur- 
nished her with money at different times, 
Mrs. Henning told the jury in Judge Pam's 
court that she was looking at Mr. Funk, then 
before her, for the first time in her life.

The attorneys for Donahoe and Isaac Stie- 
fel, his co-defendant, are expected to give 
Mrs. Henning a hard session in an effort to 
break down her story.

GARY LEAVES CITY WITHOUT 
CLEARING BLACKMAIL MYSTERY 


Report Still Current That Man Made 
Several Telephone Demands for 
Money from Steel Chairman, 


E. H. Gary, chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, returned to New York yesterday with- 
out clearing up the mystery surrounding a 
reported attempt to blackmail his wife and 
him during his week's visit here. 

The management of the Blackstone hotel 
last night professed ignorance of the alleged 
plot to extract money by means of threats 
from the steel magnate or a member of his 
family. It was admitted at the hotel a check 
was kept on telephone calls received by the 
Garys, but this was declared to be a com- 
mon practice for the protection of guests of 
distinction. 

In other quarters, however, it was stated 
that on last Tuesday Mr. Gary did receive 
a telephone demand for money. The person 
at the other end of the wire was a man. Sub- 
sequent demands also were made in the same 
manner, and efforts to run down the alleged 
blackmailer are said to have failed because 
of his shrewdness in calling on public phones 
in different parts of the city. 

The Garys are said to have been amused 
rather than frightened by the methods used. 
At the hotel it was declared that if Mr. Gary 
employed detectives he did not take the man- 
agement into his confidence.

Association Wants Cook and 
Peoria County Rules Adopt- 
ed in Every Court. 


ABUSE IN INSTRUCTIONS. 


Slight Purposely Made Mistakes 
Heretofore Have Led to 
New Trials. 


The Illinois State Bar association has begun 
a campaign to check abuses in giving instruc- 
tions to juries. The secretary has sent letters 
to every bar association in the state urging 
that the rule for instructions now in force 
in the Cook and Peoria county courts be in- 
troduced in all courts.- 

The rule advocated requires that the law- 
yers in the trial of cases submit their in- 
structions to the judge and the opposing 
coungel in the absence of the jury. 


President Tells of Abuses. 

Robert McMurdy, president of the asso- 
clation, told yesterday some of the abuses 
and errors which the rule seeks to remedy. 

Under the old system,” he said, ‘ very 
slight mistakes in the wording of an instruc- 
tion are suffiicent as the basis for an appeal 
or a new trial. Sometimes lawyers draw up 
instructions which must be given, according 
| to the law, in such a form that the judge re- 

fuses to give them. The lawyer is then able 
to take an appeal. Or he draws up instruc- 


tions which sound right, but which have 
errors. After the judge reads them, the 
lawyer points out their impropriety. 


What New Rule Means. 

“The new rule compels the submission of 
the instructions to the opposing counsel. The 
errors are pointed out. Besides that the 
psychological effect of making the lawyers 
really a part of the court is decidedly good.“ 

The letter sent the county bar associations 
points out that in Cook county time is saved 
by the fact that almost no time is spent in 
argument on instructions in motions for new 
trial, and that the number of appeals based 
on faulty instructions has been greatly re- 
duced. 

“It will save time and money,“ said Mr. 
McMurdy. “It is one of the few reforms 
we can carry out without going to the legis- 
lature.” 


Heres’ the Proposed Rule. 
W proposed rule as revised reads as fol- 
ws: 

ach party shall, upon the conclusion of 
their case tried by jury, and before the be- 
ginning of the arguments, submit to the trial 
judge the instructions he intends to ask the 
court to give to the jury, and shall at the 
same time deliver a copy thereof to counsel 
for the opposite party. 

“* Thereupon the trial judge shall give each 
party an opportunity, out of the presence of 
the jury, before the beginning of the argu- 
ments, to state his objections to the instruc- 
tions requested by the other party, and to 
reply to the-objections of the opposite party 
to the instructions requested by him. 


Counsel Expected to Aid Court. 

Counsel shall be expected, as officers of 
the court, in good faith to assist the trial 
judge in settling the instructions before the 
beginning of the arguments to the jury. 

The trial judge will announce to counsel 
before their arguments are begun which of 
such instructions are to be given by him in 


order that the case may be argued by counsel | 


according to the principles of the law to be 
announced by the trial judge in his instruc- 
tions.“

YOUNG DEFENDS 
CLAYHOLE DUMP 


Garbage Will Not Menace 
Health of Wards. 


HF BACKS UP HARRISON. 


Dr. George B. Young, city health commis- 
sicner, yesterday told women from the Twen- 
ty-fifth and Twenty-sixth wards that the 
temporary ‘‘ expedient ’’ of dumping garbage 
in clay holes will hot prove a menace to 
health. He addressed the Woman's party 
meeting in the Hotel La Salle. 

Dr. Young gave as his solution of the 
garbage problem either the erection of the 
$1,000,000 reducing plant designed by Col. 
Henry A. Allen or the building of numerous 
moinerating plants. The incinerators he con- 
siders the more feasible, because he believes 
the city cannot operate a reduction plant at 
a profit. 

Dr. Young defended the mayor and city 
eouncil. He said the mayor had acted ina 
manner which he believed best for the good 
of the community and that no politics entered 
into the mayor's decisions. 


Quotes Mayor’s Orders, 

“ The mayor told me to take the temporary 
plant and run it as I saw best and not to take 
orders from any one, Dr. Young said. He 
said he was rot going to be advised by any 
one and felt the health department could 
take care of the proposition adequately. 

“The council did not buy the plant from 
the reduction company, and it did right. The 
city hed once granted an extension of eight- 
een months to the company because, after an 
explosion, the company contended it would 
not be right for them to build up the plant, 
since ite contract with the city expired in leas 
than two years. When the city asked for 4 
like extension the company refused, and the 
council believed it was being choked by the 
reduction compeny. 


Calls Clayhole Dump Safe. 

„Garbage in itself is odorous, but it has no 
connection with contagious disease. It pre- 
sents the fly problem because flies breed in 
garbage. But there is nothing to the idea 
that it contains disease. I told the council 
tt was possible to put garbage in clay holes 
and cover it up with ashes without any bad 
consequences. Of course the situation is bad 
when a city of this size is forced to dump 
garbage in clay holes, but it was adopted as 
an expedient while permanent arrangements 
could be made. 

„A private concern can operate a reduc- 
tion plant at a profit because it can take care 
of the garbage of the hotels and restaurants 
and can sell and contract by telephone or tel- 
egraph. A city cannot do this because the 
buying and selling by a city must be done by 
advertising for bids.”

PRISON BOARD 


URGES REFORMS 


New York Commission Acts as 
Result of Its Chairman’s 
“Term” as “Convict.” 


AUBURN SYSTEM SCORED. 


Auburn, N. I., Oct. 26.—Seventeen urgent 
recommendations for reforms in the man- 
agement of the Auburn state prison were 
made today by the state prison commission, 
as a result of the week which the commia- 
sion’s chairman, Thomas Mott Osborne, 
spent behind the bars in the guise of a con- 
vict. 

Mr. Osborne presented the report to the 
state superintendent of prisons this after- 
noon. The recommendations are as fol- 
lows: 

1. Privacy in bathing new arrivals. Now 
the men are bathed in a tub in the shop in 
full view of the convicts working there. 

2. More frequent baths. One bath a week 
is insufficient for men engaged in hard man- 
wal labor. 


Third Suit of Underwear Urged. 

8. Bach convict should have three euits 
of underwear. At the presént time the con- 
dition of the bodies and underclothing of 
convicts is far from healthy because of per- 
spiration. If an extra suit were in each 
cell a man could use one for wear, one for 
night clothes, and one would be in the wash, 


Now the men sleep in their underwear and 


wear it day times. 

4. Prisoners should be allowed to read 
newspapers and magazines. 4 

5. The rules for writing and receiving let- 
ters need drastic revision. Take away a 
man’s benefits, if necessary to punish him, 
but do not deprive him of his friends and 
family. 

Holds Coffee and Tea Unfit. 

6. “ While the food is good, the coffee and 
tea are execrable,” and the report recom- 
mends the abolition of the use of tea and 
improvement in the coffee. Tea, it says, is 
harmful, because it causes constipation and 
sleeplessness. 

7. The system which sends men to pun- 
ishment cells on very limited portions of 
bread and water is brutal and unnecessary. 

8. A graded system of punishment should 
be adopted for offenses. There is no sense 
of proportion or fairness in the present man- 
ner of meting out punishment. The punish- 
ment for whispering is the same as for as- 
sault. 

9. There seems no good reason for enfore- 

ving a policy of silence. Men are made to 
talk and you cannot fy in the face of na-

POINT OUT IMMORAL PRACTICES 


Springfield, III., Oct. 26.—An organization 
which is the “ natural outgrowth of years of 
corrupt practice and gross mismanagement ” 


| has prevailed for years at the state reforma- 


tory at Pontiac, according to the members of 
the board of managers of the institution, 
who recently conducted an investigation of 
its affairs. Their report was handed to Gov. 
Dunne today. 

They recommend that every vestige of the 
system should be wiped out and ideas based 
upon humanity be substituted.” 

One hundred and eighteen boys testified at 
the hearings, and the failure of a large ma- 
jority of the officers of the institution to re- 
spond to an invitation to appear as witnesses 
„ clearly displayed an attitude of sullen op- 
position to the policy of regeneration deter- 
mined upon by the governor.” 


Report Tells of Conditions. 
Following are thé conditions found at the 
institution, according to the report: 
Physical punishment of inmates by keep- 


| ‘That Dr. James A. Marshall, reformatory 


physician, made a practice of beating newly 


| arrived inmates with his fist and squegees,”’ 
that he was brutal almost to the point of 


ty. 

That, bo “ blackjacked “ by enraged

“Screen” for Every Inmate. 

That the present inmates, numbering 600, 
had been mrarcerated in screens 1,732

incarceration meaning the loss of a month's 
time. 

That boys placed in the screens” were 
: given one slice of bread a day and one cup 
of water, and that they frequently drank 
water from the basins of toilets. 

That unspeakable practices 
prevalent throughout the institution. 

That a spirit of depraved commercialism 
had taken possession of the management, 
causing the boys not only to be overworked, 
but unlawfully deprived of their right to at- 
tend school. 

That the credit of the state was extended 
for a period to an unincorporated concern 
that was a mere selling name. 


Say Russell Avoided Quiz. 

The report states that Superintendent R. 
A. Russell was asked to appear before the 
board, but instead of doing wo he boarded a 
train with his family and left for Idaho. 

“This action,” the report said, was in 
keeping with his career as head of the in- 
stitution.“ 

The report declares that the reformatory 
has departed radically from its original aim 
because the men who have been intrusted 
with the management, instead of following 
enlightening practices, have followed the line 
of least resistence. 

The chair factory should be abandoned, in 
the opinion of the board, upon the ground 
that the reformatory should be a reformatory 
in fact as well as in name. 


“Even the Cook Beat Boys,” 

“Even the cook beet boys,” the report 
says. “A crippled boy named Travers, who 
lost one of his legs, testified that he was 
slugged by officers against whom he had 
testified upon his previous appearance be- 
fore the board. Twenty-seven boys em- 
' ployed in the power house were forced to 
work in two shifts of twelve hours each; that 
the night boys, after being locked all day in 
their cells, were taken out, marched to 
their work and again locked behind the bars 
of the power house; that their food was 
served cold, was tough and insufficient. The 
statute fixes a maximum of time that boys 
in the reformatory can be worked at three 
hours.” 

A chapter is devoted to the chair con- 
tract which was held by the Western Fiber 
Reed company. Attention is called to the 
testimony of P. J. Hess, who stated that he 
owned the company; that it had no capital 
and that he personally was operating upon 
borrowed money; also that he usually owed 
the bank an amount About equal to his col- 
lections upon furniture furnished him by the 
state. Upon July 1 this concern owed the 
state $28,000, on Sept. 1, nearly $18,000. 


Points to Immoral Practices, 

The report says that immoral practices 
existed among the inmates and in the light 
of revelations of the investigation the board 
cannot repress a feeling of wonderment that 
a considerable percentage of the boys have 
been successful in preserving a slight vestige 
of the finer feelings they brought with 
them.” 

“Dr. Marshall, institution physictan, 
seemed possessed with the conviction that 
every boy who came to the reform tory had 
been guilty of abominal practices. re- 
port asserts. He questioned eac: nd 
if the boy replied in the negative he us... the 
equegee or his fists upon him. 

„ Marshall, during his fourteen years as 
physician at the reformatory; has broken 
through the armor of self-esteem and self- 
tespect of thousands of boys. He has im- 
planted in their minds the stains of unspeak- 
able thoughts and crimes.”’

Urges Jail for Speeders, 

“The largest proportion of our accidents 
is due to foolish and reckless haste, said 
the Rev. Johnstone Myers at the Immanuel 
Baptist church. “First, upon the part of 
those who control the means of travel. Our 
trains are run at the highest speed. The con- 
ductors upon our street cars are obliged to 
make time or lose their positions. And the 
speed of one automobile almost compels the 
owner of the other to go as fast. The speed ot 
all these vehicles should be determined by 
definite laws and the violation of these laws 
punished, not by fines, but by imprisonment. 
The superintendent of a railroad, the director 
of a street car company, or the owner of an 
automobile is not disturbed by fines, but he 
would be by imprisonment.”’

Specifications for Sheet Steel 
Piling Offer Opportunity 
for Big Profit. 


BOARD'S POWERS BROAD 


Meager Provisions for Material En- 
able Commission to Reject 
Other Bids. 


ENGINEER FOR CITY TESTIFIES 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The possibilities of the latest error found 
in the specifications for Chicago's new pleas- 
ure pier far surpass the stenographic, typo- 
graphical, and clerical mistakes heretofore 
recited to Tus Trisune readers. This re- 
lates to steel sheet piling. The city harbor 
commission required contractors to supply 
a price on 300,000 square feet of it. Its im- 
pertance may be indicated by the fact that it 
involves $250,000 or more. 

What kind the commission wanted is not 
disclosed. Noinformation is given regarding 
the design. Nothing is said about ite weight. 
Not one word is mentioned regarding ite 
thickness. Its width also was too immaterial 
to mention. 


Here Are Total Specifications. 

In fact, all the specifications indicate re- 
garding its character is printed on page 23 
as follows: 

“ Approximate estimates of quantities. 

F] Steel sheet piling—300,000 square feet.“ 

There are a dosen designs or more of this 
steel sheet piling, and it varies in thickness 
from one-quarter of an inch to an inch anda 
half. Prices on it usually are quoted by the 
pound, but the harbor commission wanted it 
by the square foot. With only. the above in- 
formation to guide them the bidders were 
required to supply a bid on steel sheet pil- 
ing as shown by plans and specifications sub- 
mitted herewith, furnished, driven and fin- 
ished per square foot of vertical surface 
covered.” 


Replies by Shankland. 

Yet the city is defending these plans de- 
fore Master in Chancery Roswell B. Mason 
from an attack by Robert C. Gehrke, who 
says they allow an “ unlawful discretion " on 
the part of the harbor commission. N. C. 
Shankland, head of the commission, under 
oath, testified regarding this piling: 

Q.—What is there in the plans and specifica- 
tions, Mr. Shankland, other than the item on 
page 23, about steel sheeting, that defines in 
any way the thiekness or the weight or design 
of the steel sheeting to be used? 

A.—There is nothing. 

Q.—Is there anything regarding the way [t 
shall be fastened? 

A.—There is nothing. 

He asserted, however, he did not seriously 
consider the use of steel sheet piling because 
of its cost, but there is nothing in the plans 
prohibiting its use. 


Engineer Admits Haziness. 

G. L. Clausen. consulting engineer, called 
as @ witness by the city to defend the plans 
and specifications, said they were not quite 
definite on the steel sheet piling. 

As an expert he was required by William 
Rigby, attorney for Gehrke, to give some 
estimates of the cost of this piling in three 
thicknesses. It was to be driven as the bid- 
ding sheet requires. For piling one-quarter 
of an inch thick. he estimated the cost at 
$120,000. For piling three-quarters of an inch 
thick he placed the cost at $252,000. 

For piling an inch and one-half thick his 
estimate was $426,000. He added he did nog 
think the thickest piling would be suitable fe 
the pler work. 


Bids on Thickest Piling . 
The prices of the three bidders on the 
thickest piling are as follows:

Since the bids were opened the members 
of the harbor commission have let it be 
known they intend to use the triple plank 
sheet piling. Byrne Brothers is the lowest 
on that kind, their price being $176,400, Fits. 
Simons & Connell rank next with $180,000, 
and the Great Lakes third with $212,400. 


Board May Change. 

There is no definite statement in the specifi- 
cations, however. which prevents the harbor 
commission from changing its mind after the 
contract is awarded. It then might be found 
some other steel sheet piling would be better 
adapted for the pier to be constructed. 

Ir. such a contingency the possibilities of the 
steel sheet piling for or against the contractor 
are enormous, according to the figures of the 
city’s expert, Mr. Clausen. Suppose Byrne 
is given the contract and it is found quarter 
inch steel sheet piling serves the purpose of 
the construction as well as a heavier weight. 
Mr. Clausen figures 300,000 feet of that thick- 
ness can be driven with profit for $120,000. 
The Byrne bid is $315,000, so they would have 
$195,000 above a reasonable profit. Nen if 
piling three-quarters of an inch thick were 
used. the Byrnes would have $43,000 “ velvet.”

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U.S.EXPORTS TO LATIN-AMERICA 
SHOW BIG INCREASE IN DECADE 


Relative Standing of This Country 
with Other Powers, However, Is 
Slightly Lower. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—[Special.]— 
Although the value of exports from this coun- 
try to the Latin-American republics has in- 
creased 153 per cent in the last decade, the 
rélative standing of the United States with 


tthe other powers doing business in South 


America is slightly lower. 

Officials of the department of commerce 
estimate that the exports to Latin-America 
for this fiscal year will approximate $335.000.- 
000, against $123,000,000 in 1903, and $87,000, - 
000 in 1893. The bureau of foreign and do- 
mestic commerce shows that the share of the 
Unites States is no larger than a decade ago. 

The total imports of the Latin-American 
countries in 1911 were $1,166,000,000, against 
$927 ,000,000 in 1909, $725,000,000 in 1905, and 
$452,000,000 in 1000. Argentina is the greatest 
importer, with Brazil in second place. Amer- 
ica supplies only about 23 per cent of this tre- 
mendous volume. Of the 77 per cent drawn 
from other countries England sends the 
most: Germany ranks second, and ne 
third.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—Reconstruction 
of the administration currency bill will begin 
tomorrow behind closed doors in the senate 
banking committee. The issue is clearly 
drawn between the bill as passed by the house 
and the central bank plan proposed by FPresi- 
dent Frank A. Vanderlip of the National City 
bank of New York. 

Whether the administration bill, backed by 
President Wilson's expressed opposition to 
the Vanderlip plan, will emerge or whether 
a middle ground will be found is the next 
question in the situation. 

The senate committee begins work with a 
majority of its members favoring the Vander- 
lip idea. Administration supporters, avow- 
ing that fact, say such a measure could not be 
passed in the house, and that the committee 
therefore must work with the administration 
bill as a basis. 


Glass Sees Red Herring.“ 

Chairman Glass of the house currency com- 
mittee, one of the framers of the administra- 
tion bill, tonight issued a statement in which 
he hinted that the Vanderlip proposal is 
a red herring,” designed to prevent or at 
least delay currency legislation. 

Mr. Glass says that in July, Mr. Vanderlip 
wrote to him protesting against government 
control as “‘ impractical and fundamentally 
wrong., and saying that the only solution 
would be the selection of a board composed 
of practical bankers. In his latest appeal, 
Mr. Glass says, Mr. Vanderlip shows a com- 
plete reversal and recommends the appoint- 
ment of all the members of the board by 
the president, none of the stockholding banks 
to have any choice in their selection. 

Mr. Vanderlip, in his testimony before the 
senate committee, Mr. Glass continues, 
“ differentiated his bill from the house bill 
in several important features, among them 

‘uniform nation wide discount rate instead 
cf regional discount rate.’ Three months ago 
Mr. Vanderlip, in his letter, highly commend- 
ed the house bill for its superiority to the 
Aldrich scheme in the particular in which 
he now condemns the house bill in contrast 
with hie own plan. 


Other Changes Accepted. 

In his letter to me last July Mr. Vanderlip 
accentuated the utter undesirabjlity, in his 
view, of any radical departure from the ex- 
isting national bank act and warned the 
house committee that unless legislation 
should be made attractive to the national 
banks they. would quickly abandon the gys- 
tem. He was against doing violence to long 
established methods’; he repeated substan- 
tially the outcry of the bankers against*the 
‘force bill’ and against the ‘ confiscatory ' 
clause of the house measure, contending that 
the owners of banking capital should ‘manage 
their own property and predicting total fail- 
ure if the house scheme should not be made 
more ‘ advantageous to the banks.’ 

New Mr. Vanderlip comes with a central 
bank scheme embodying every one of these 
objectionable features. If national banks 
will leave the system under the house bill, 
how can they be expected to remain in under 
Mr. Vanderlip’s plan of ‘compulsion’ and 
‘ confiscation * and political control r“ 


Vanderlip Surprises Schiff. 

New York, Oct. 26.—[Special.]|—Jacob H. 
Schiff gave out a statement today of his 
views on Frank Vanderlip's proposed sub- 
stitute for the Owen-Glass banking and cur- 
rency bill. 

The Vanderlip proposition has come as a 
complete surprise to the financial commun- 
ty.“ he said, and % far from meeting gen- 
eral approvalin banking circles. The strang- 
est part of it is that only last Monday Mr. 
Vanderlip, at a special meeting of the cham- 
ber of commerce, made a report for its finance 
and currency committee strongly recem- 
mending the enactment of the house currency 
bill—now before the senate- provided certain 
stipulated changes were effected, a report 
which the chamber adopted.

It is, however, 
unjust to charge Mr. Vanderlip, as has been 
done, with a desire to break up the pending 
legislation, for he is surely actuated by high 
even if mistaken motives.”

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TELLS CHURCH UNITY PLAN 


Congregationalist Leader Defines 
Attitude of Creed. 


MANY SPEAK FROM PULPITS. 


Kansas City Worshipers Hear Pas- 
tors Attending Convention. 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 26.—The dream of 
the Congregational church is the unity of 
the church of Jesus Christ. The Rev. Oliver 
Huckel of Baltimore thus defined the 
church’s position in an address here this 
afternoon in connection with the national 
council of the church. 

Prominent leaders of the church occupied 
pulpits today and spoke on various subjects. 

The wisest method of church unity,” Dr. 
Huckel said, “is consolidation—an organic 
unity on terms of equality with the preserva- 


| tion of the valuable points in each com- 


munity, allowing all desired diversity in 
worship and work. Such a consolidation 
would lead to a great national church—the 
united church of the United States, a part of 
the united church throughout the world.” 


Says Four Dragons Face America. 

The Rev. Charles E. Jefferson of New 
York declared America has four dragons to 
meet and conquer, the first of which is greed. 

“The second is lust; it burns like a con- 
suming fire in our blood and our homes. 

The third is worldliness, which is always 
contracting our horizon and bringing down 
our standards. 

The fourth is atheism of force, the doc- 
trine that declares national greatness is 
founded on naval tonnage. Nothing can save 
us but faith in the living God.“ 

Mothers of the nation should devote less 
time to social diversion and more to the spir- 
itual training of their sons and daughters, 
declared Moderator Charles R. Brown, dean 
of the Yale divinity school. 

There are many Christian homes, he 
said, “‘where never from month's end to 
month’s end do mothers devote one com- 
plete hour to the high task of teaching chil- 
dren the Christian truths or lifting up their 
spiritual needs in prayer. This is hurting 
the church.“ 


Scores Lack of Faith in Church. 

The Rev. Cari S. Patton of Columbus, O., 
deplored the tendency of ministers to dis- 
cuss from the pulpit and in the press the 
alleged decadence of the church. 

“Try as I will 1 cannot get up any feeling 
of anxiety about the church,” he said. 

The Rev. Ernest B. Allen of Toledo, O., 
asked a campaign for bringing young boys, 
who are kept from attending public school 
through poverty or misfortune, into the 
Sunday schools. 

Secretary Henry A. Atkinson of Chicago 
addressed a joint meeting of church leaders 
and the industrial council at Labor temple 
defining the church's attitude toward labor.
